Mr M. F. Klaucko— a Gbrinan gon- 
tloman who passed sovoral yeara in 
this Colony lor tho purpoeo of making 
ihimsolf acquainted williils minoral re- 
fiourcoB and its capability of support- 
ing a largo agricultural population — 
bocamo improsscd with tho idea 
that tho country oiTorB induoo- 
menta for Bottlomont' by immi- 
grants from tho ovorcrowdod commu- 
nities of tho Old World ; and aftoi col- 
loctiog tho fullest data, and patting 
himsolf in oommtinioation with tbo 
Colonial Government to ascertain tbo 
terms on whioh the Crown lands could 
bo secured for the settlement of an 
indnstrioiis class of immigrants, Mr 
Klancke proceeded to Ottawa, tho 
capital of the Canadas, where he laid 
hisBchemo before tho Govornment and 
BocuredH'ho'warm support of the lead- 
ing Journals of those Provinces.

Land suilicionl 
to provide 400 farms ot 200 aores eaoh 
(i. jBi, 100 acres prairie or arable land, 
anit'lOO aores forest), will be pur- 
chased at tho Government rato of $1 
per acre ; and to make tho Association 
a paying one, tho cost of each farm 
and all other expenses connected with 
the transport and establishment of tbo 
Bottler theroon, will bo made a first 
charge upon tho property, to be re> 
paid at tho convonionco of the nutiler ; 
one-half of tho net produce " in kind " 
to ba paid to tho Aesociation until tho 
obligation of tho farmer has been liqui'< 
dated.

Ladmeisier & Go's Distillebt 
AHB Gbisx lMii.1..— We were politely shown 
over this eiteDsive estdblisbmeot jesterday 
by the emplojea;OQ tbe.premiees, aud havo 
rarely seen a more iDgenicoa arrangetncnt 
for turniug evoryihiog to account io the 
most compact form. Tlie bniltling (or rath^-r 
the site of the building ns by tho time each 
article ia in its place , tlio former tenement 
will have given place to a number of now 
ones,) was formerly used by Messra Duugol 
& Sou as a builur aod machine shop ; but 
the new order of things causes juttiogs, 
wioga aod . branofaes to spring from the 
maid buildiog io a maoner most benilderiog 
to a stranger. The entire sfaoture may be 
said to be in two uoeqaal diviaiODS ; the 
lar/^er being oconpied as a distillery, the 
amaller as a grist mill. The distillery is 
fitted up with a muliplicity of vats that are 
acted upon by ateatn convoyed through a 
series of tube* that perform the ooinplioaied 
process of distilatiou in all its variom ramiti- 
catioQS. To the uuitiiied tho Dutnerous 
valves and means of conducting the liquor in 
the different stages of manufacture seems !o 
be endlaaa, and any attempt at a more par- 
ticular description is to use a matter ot im- 
possibility. 200 gallons of spirits can be 
produced in ten boars. The grist mill will 
rao two pairs of stones, capable of 
taming oat ooo hundred barrels of flour 
every 24 hours. The enierprisiog p'oprio- 
tors have the inte.ition of adding a circular 
saw to the other branches of manufacture, 
as tho engine has suUicient power to drive 
the whole. The engine was manufactured 
in London, England, and i3 the most perfect 
thing of the kind that we have seen in this 
country, fur solidity and compact strength. 
Tho boiler was brought from ScotlaDd, and 
is on an improved principle for ecooomisiug 
foal and beat. Bvery adjnoct has been 
ereaied lo reader tCie aotioo of each part 
ooniplete, displaying an aconrate knowledge 
of tlie piinciples involved in the UDdertaking 
most creditable to the proprietors. It is 
sapposed that in ten days tho whole estab- 
lisbment will be in full operation; A stag" 
ing and tramway on which runs a car, acted 
upon by the machinery in the main build- 
ing, is at present existing for the purpose of 
discharging and loading tho vessels fringing 
grain, fuel, &c., to the eitabliahraeat ; 
bat wo believe the propriotora intend 
formiog a new structure of stone, eztendiog 
iuttber into ibe Bay. The enterprise will 
be a credit to the city, a real advantage to 
"the Colony, and, we trust, a source of profit 
to the owners. 



A Terrible Accident recently occurred 
on the Colorado Desert, whereby a Oovero- 
meot train wos lost. The train cocsiati d of 
eleven wagons, , was known as Chatjdler'i> 
train, and was accompanied by one company 
and a detachment from another company, ol 
the 14tb U. S. lofantty, under the comaiand 
of a Lieatenant. They bad encamped in 
the bed of, 'and just below the forks of a 
deep and broad wash. While thus encamp- 
ed a small black cloud suddenly appeared 
above the horizon, from which lightning and 
tbander proceeded. A suffieient time hardly 
elapsed to obi^erve this cloud, when it, or 
onother one teeming with elecliicity, mudt 
its oppearunce in almost the opposite direc- 
tion. The whole heavens were overcast, 
Qud am d the vivid flishes of lightning and 
deafening penis of tbander, a shower of bail 
commenced tailing, which soon became a 
Bhower of flat pieces of ice, from two inches 
to fonr inches equare. The mules instaiitly 
fled before the pelting storm to some neigb- 
buriog bills, while the men sought shelter 
under wagons and the high banks of the 
wash. A huge volume of water, the face 
of which was nearly or quite three feet high 
came rushing down the wuali. This wuu 
Bcion followed by un additional ono which 
came pouring on vnrd, and which prescntod 
n front slill higher above tho waters of the 
first. Tao mun of tho lourteen'b were 
drowned and ihe oommaodiog officer was 
carried down the wash in the angry and 
boiling flood, and was only rescned from 
drowning by an Indian vaquero who, stand- 
ing on the bank, saw the Lieutenant com- 
pletely exbanstec from battling with the 
wild waters, amid the wreck of the trees, ar.d 
. threw his riafa over bis head ond drew him 
to the shore. Six wagons wera irretrievably 
lost, together with nearly all of tho harness 
of the whole train, and the rest of the wagons 
were waahcd down by tho torrent, overtarucdi 
broken, bruised aud ecatlorad for miles. 
Commissary stores with which tho train hud 
been laden, were carried into tha Salt Lake 
(tho great basin of Ihe Colorado deeerl) a 
"^fstanco of eighteen miles from .the scene ot 
the disaster.

WoLVKa ON A Bailwa'v.--'" a oatlle-lrafn 
on the Luxembou g railway was stopped,'' 
says the Nord, a few nighta back, between 
Libruraont and Foil, byj the snow. The 
breaksman was Boiit forward lor oid to clear 
the line, and while the guard, fireman, engine 
driver nnd a customs-ofRoor were engaged 
in getting tho snow from under the engines 
they were alarmed by'wolves, of which there 
were Dvc, and which were attracted, no doubt, 
by the scent of the oxen and sheep cooped 
up in the ruiled in carriages. Tho men 
had DO weapooB save the fire nteosilB belong'* 
iog to (be engiae. The woIv.m rem.aln.ed: in 
a seini-oiroie 'a fer yards distBDt,'Io6kiDg 
keenly on. The eogine-driver left oS the 
steam and blew the whistle, and lanterns 
were waved to and fro, but tho savage brutes 
did not move. Tho men then made their 
v?By, followed by the wolves, to tho guard's 
carriage. Three got ia safe ; while the 
fourth was on tho step one of tho animals 
sprang on him, but succeeded only in tearing 
his coat, They ull then made no attack, 
but were beaten off, ono being killed by a 
blow on the head. Two hours elapsed before 
asaislancc arrived, and during that time the 
wolves made several attempts upon the sheep 
trucks, but failed to get in. None of the 
cattle were injured." 

'I'he Assault on tiii: lliair Bi;a8 — Tho 
ojnmioalion Into the charge against Copt^ 
Inglis, of the British ship EgraonI, of as- 
sonltiog bis carpenter on the high seas, was 
coDoladed yesterday. The magiBtrate, in 
delivering his opinion, reviewed the evidence 
and said that the carpenter had given the 
captain great provocation by repealing on 
order so as to give it an entirelj' dilleront 
cfldot to ttiat intended by the captain.
